‘The average distance at which corn is planted 
in this State may be set down at three feet and 
eight inches between the bills. It is the opm- 
ion of good, practical corn farmets, in this part 
of the State, that it is the distance at which the 
best crops, one year with another, are grown; 
and with this opinion goes another, that a larger 
yield is obtained with three stalks in a hill than 
with four or more: the growth of four or more 
stalks shading the ground too much and taxing 
the ¢apacity of the soll beyond its strength. 
| Corn planted three feeteight inches apart gives 
| 8,240 hilfls to the acre; nearly, and with three 
stalks to the hill, 9,720 stalks in the sere. Now 
it requires from 100 to 150 ears of corn, when 
dry, to weigh 70 pounds, or to shell 58 pounds 
to the busbel, and practical farmers tell me that 
it will requite au average of 125 ears, as it is 
husked from the stalk in the field, or 34 hills of 
three stalks each, to make a bushel of corn. 
“ Bat,” says some sharp reader, “ you make no 
} allowance for two ears on a stalk, Why not?” 
| Iwill tell you. Because what you gain in num- 
ber ¢f ears you loge in quantity of grain, obser- 
vation and experience having shown that the 
yield of three stalks wn a bill is better than that 
of four, and that one large ear of corn to a stalk 
produces more grain than two ears ; there being 
& limit to the productive capacity of the soil, 
Now, then, the yield per acre of corn planted 
three feet eight inches apart, every hill con- 
taining its complement of three staiks and taree 
ears, is a trifie jess'than 78 bushels. If there 
ie ab average of two stalks in « bill, the yield is 
52 bushels; if one, the yield is 96 bushels. .
